register to vote 


The town census has been mailed to 
residents. Anyone leaving town for an 
extended period should contact the 
town clerk’s office so they are not 
dropped from the census rolls. 

Increasingly the town clerk’s office 
is receiving requests for residency ver- 
ification especially to prove residency 
for public school admittance. 


The only legal way the town clerk of 


any municipality can verify residency 
is through the town census. The law is 
explicit in that all registered voters 
must verify residency each year to 
yemain on the voter rolls. 

A 1993 census form will indicate if a 
resident is a registered voter in the 
town and the person’s party designa- 
tion. Those who are not registered vot- 
ers are urged by the town clerk to reg- 
ister to vote. The town clerk’s office is

Long-time rivals for the town 
moderator post, incumbent James 
Doherty and John Doyle, are the 
only declared candidates for that 
race. Selectman incumbent Bill 
Downs is running unopposed so far. 
He had an opponent for a short time, 
but that has changed. 

Gregory Doyle, of 315 River Road, 
took out nomination papers for the 
Board of Selectmen last week, but 
has decided not to run. Despite signs 
that the economy may be improving, 
his business, Doyle Lumber Co., of 43 
River Road, still takes too much of 
his time.

School Committee 

Mr. Frishman said he is not run- 
ning because “there are plenty of 
good candidates running and it’s 
somebody else’s turn.” 

The four new candidates are Paul 
Murphy, Rudolph Cataldo, Ray 
Walsh and Paul Desruisseau. They 
join Sean “Jacques” Lambert, Dick 
Muller and Tim Dempsey, who 
announced their candidacies last 
week. 

Sean Lambert, 23, of River Road, 
is a college student who plays drums 
with the rock band Beyond Id. Dick 
Muller, 40, of Candlewood Drive, is a 
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sales manager. Tim Dempsey, 35, of 
West Parish Drive, is a computer 
specialist for Lotus. 

Paul Murphy, 26, of 147 Main St., 
attended Andover public schools 
through the eighth grade. His is a 
1984 graduate of Phillips Academy. 
He has taught math at Phillips for 
the past five years. 

Mr. Murphy, who does not have 
children, said he’s running because 
he wants to give back to the school 
system he attended, and he believes 
his experience as an educator would 
benefit the board. 


Rudolph Cataldo, 42, of 12 
Apache Ave., said he’s running 
because he feels “helpless” with just 
a vote. 

Mr. Cataldo, who is involved in 
real estate, said he knows first hand 
that a quality school system says 
“more about a town than most peo- 
ple realize.” 

Mr. Cataldo and his’ wife, 
Josephine, moved to Andover 11 
years ago from East Boston. They 
have four children, ages 9, twins 7 
and 4. 


Ray Walsh, 46, of 112 Colonial 
Drive, said he originally entered the 
race because he believed there was a 
“lack of community interest” in serv- 
ing on the board.

Steven 
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Legal snag may stop shows planned for Collins Center

A legal technicali- 
ty may derail a plan 
to bring four profes- 
sional shows to the 
long-idle Collins Cen- 
ter this spring. Last 
week the School 
Committee voted to 
advance to Flanagin 
Associates, of Wind- 
ham, N.H., $10,000 to 
put on four shows at 
the facility this 
spring. The money 
was to be repaid 
from rental fees. 


But the plan 
reached a legal snag 
when Donal Cole- 
man, of 91 High St., 
pointed out to town 
officials last week 
that the $10,000 pay- 
ment was never men- 
tioned in the request 
for management pro- 
posals publicized last 
summer. 


According to 
School Committee- 
man Chris Outwin, 
who oversaw the 
proposal search, any- 
time tax dollars are 
spent by town boards 
a formal bid process 
has to be followed.

“That process is 
really for pencil and 
blackboard purchas- 
es. We are really 
comparing apples 
and oranges here,” 
he said. 


Superintendent 
Mark McQuillan 
said he spoke to 
Thomas Urbelis, the 
town’s lawyer, earli- 
er this week 

Mr. Urbelis “felt it 
was important to 
honor a complete, 
full bid process,” Dr. 
McQuillan told the 
Townsman Wednes- 
day. 


“That was his 
interpretation of it.

Officer St. Jean was credited by Chief Johnson for his 
training and ingenuity in using the spare tire from his cruiser, 
which he was taught could support five persons in the water, to 
keep himself and Mr. Gulla afloat, while Officer Cronin was credit- 
ed for his quick response and bravery. 

Ms. Denis, who was just coming on duty at the time, was commend- 
ed for re-establishing and maintaining contact with the caller and 
helping direct rescue personnel to the site. 

Officers Cronin, St. Jean and Metcalf each were presented the police 
department’s Life Saving Medal and, along with Dispatcher Denis, 
the department’s Certificate of Meritorious Service. Chief Hayes 
presented the fire department’s Medal of Valor to officers Cronin 
and St. Jean, the Medal of Honor to Officer Metcalf, and the distin- 
guished Service Medal to Ms. Denis. 

All four also received letters of commendation from the selectmen, 
as did Fire Deputy Chief Robert Boush and all members of the 
department’s Unit 3, including Lt. Michael O’Neill, Lt. Lawrence 
Pierce, and firefighters Dennis Sullivan, Todd Richardson, Richard

In addition to the K-2 students, ®lementary schools in town are doing 
the same thing, “but not to the same 
degree,” said Ms. Murphy. 

The relatively small number of 
teachers, compared to the other four 
K-5 schools, and the smaller building 
at Shawsheen allow more teacher 
interaction on a daily basis, say teach- 
ers. This interaction is essential to the 
integrated approach, they say. 
Parent involvement 

Ms. Buchanan credits a lot of Shaw- 
sheen’s success to the active Parent 
Teacher Organization at the school 
and the many parents who volunteer 
in the classrooms. 

“We have such a wonderful and 
supportive PTO here,” she said. 

Susan Altshuler, of 235 Andover St., 
is an active classroom volunteer, as 
well as co-vice president of the PTO. 
Her son, Nathan, is a kindergartner, 
and her daughter, Gayle, will attend 
Shawsheen kindergarten next fall. 

“Some parents at other schools 
wonder and worry about which teach- 
er their child will be assigned next 
year, I don’t have that here. I love all 
the staff at Shawsheen. Whichever 
teacher my son or daughter gets next 
year, I’ll be thrilled,” said Ms. Alt- 
shuler. 

One of the reasons she and her hus: 
band chose to send their son, who is 
young for his grade, to Shawsheen was 
because of the school’s commitment to 
thematic teaching and a developmen- 
tal approach. 

“No matter what age or how bright 
the students are, the classroom teach- 
ers design the different lessons and 
tasks for the various abilities of the 
students,” said Ms. Altshuler. 

Another reason the Altshulers 
chose Shawsheen was because the 
building is smaller and therefore less 
intimidating, they believe. 

“’m convinced that every teacher 
and aide in that building knows each 
child by name. When I drop Nathan off 
at school each morning he is greeted at 
the door by someone who calls him by 
name. It makes it so easy for him and 
for me,” she said. 

Ms, Altshuler and other PTO mem- 
bers have been visiting nursery 
schools in town, trying to recruit 
kindergartners to Shawsheen next fall. 
According to Ms. Altshuler, the level 
of parental support and involvement 
at Shawsheen exceeds that of most ele- 
mentary schools. 

“When we had a book fair, teachers 
made a wish list of books they'd like to 
have in their classrooms. Not only did 
parents buy books for their kids, but 
55 families bought and donated books 
to the school,” she said. 

Next month the school will begin a 
new theme, Love Your Neighbor, and 


Shawsheen houses the town’s pre- 
kindergarten classes. That program 
focuses on the needs of special-educa- 
tion students, as well as several regu- 
lar students who serve as “positive 
role models,” said Ms. Murphy. 

The morning pre-kindergarten class 
is designed for the developmental 
needs of children ages 3 to 4, and the 
afternoon class is for children ages 4 to 
5. The pre-kindergarten program 
meets Monday through Thursday. 
Each session has about 14 students, 
but not all students attend four days a 
week. 

There are three kindergarten class- 
es, two in the morning and one in the 
afternoon. Those classes range in size 
from 21 to 19 students. There are two 
first-grade classes with 24 students 
each, and two second-grade classes 
with 18 students each. 

The K-2 curriculum at Shawsheen 
is similar to that taught in the town’s 
four neighborhood elementary 
schools. What makes Shawsheen dif- 
ferent is the school’s thematic and 
developmental approach that strives 
to include children’s social, emotional, 
language, physical, cognitive and 
intellectual skills, said Ms. Murphy. 

Curriculum units at Shawsheen are 
taught by classroom teachers, as well 
as gym, music and art teachers. For 
example, the kindergarten classes 
have been reading a story called Good- 
night Moon for the past week or so. 
The story is used in math class when 
the students learn about the different 
phases of the moon, reinforcing whole 
and half fractions. In science classes 
students continue the story theme 
when they learn about day and night 
cycles. 

In art class students are construct- 
ing a replica of one of the rooms 
described in the book. They are using 
boxes to make furniture and they are 
drawing windows decorated with stars 
and a moon. 

The music and gym teachers work 
together to create original scores and 
choreography to go along with the dif- 
ferent units being taught in the class- 
rooms, said Carol Buchanan, a kinder- 
garten teacher. 

“We all work well together. The 
camaraderie here at Shawsheen is 
really great,” she said. 

Regina Stein, Shawsheen’s music 
teacher, and Beth Shiff, the school’s 
gym teacher, have combined their tal- 
ents and created several original 
scores and dances for the various 
units. 

An example of the song and dance 
productions is a piece describing the 
different instruments of the orchestra. 
On March 11 the Shawsheen students 
will perform the song and dance, (Continued on page 68} 
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plan to build a new school at the Pen- 
guin Park site off Burnham Road. 

According to members of the SBC 
and its architect, Michael Rosenfeld of 
Concord, the drawings can be used to 
to build a school on any site chosen by 
the SBC. They are not exclusive to the 
Penguin Park site. 

A public hearing on the process the 
SBC has followed up to this point will 
be held Tuesday, Feb. 2, at 6:30 p.m. in 
the Doherty Middle School auditorium. 

Last Thursday, the SBC formed a 
subcommittee to study other sites after 
listening to arguments from Superin- 
tendent Mark McQuillan, Bill Huston 
of the School Committee and several 
people attending the meeting who also 
wanted to slow down the process. The 
subcommittee is comprised of SBC 
members Doug Hamilton, Susan Ickes 
and David Reilly, as well as Shawsheen 
neighborhood member Allan Clarke, of 
12 Rock O’Dundee Road. 

Elementary school first? 

Ken Gropper, chairman of the SBC, 
reminded the audience that before the 
SBC was appointed last spring, the 
School Committee in March of 1992 
took an official vote that placed ele- 
mentary-school-space needs ahead of 
those at the high school. 

He said elementary enrollments are 
leveling off and are not expected to 
grow again until the year 2000. But, 
said Mr. Gropper, from now until 2000, 
elementary enrollments exceed the 
School Committee’s recommended 
capacity. 

“Tt doesn’t get worse, but it doesn't 
get better,” he said. 

Mr. Gropper said the SBC believes 
the needs of the high school can be 
addressed in time to meet the enroll- 
ment surge that’s expected in three to 
four years. 

According to the SBC, several fac- 
tors must be considered before evaluat- 
ing how crowded the elementary 
schools are. 

When the School Committee voted 
to solve the problem of crowded ele- 
mentary schools, it instructed the SBC 
to work on two assumptions: one, that 
all elementary schools should have 
separate rooms for art and music, and 
two, that the 144 students currently at 
the Shawsheen School would be 
returned to neighborhood schools, said 
Mr. Gropper. 

The SBC calculated recommended 
capacities for each elementary build- 
ing by using the School Committee's 
pupil-teacher ratio: 21-1 in the first and 
second grades, 23-1 in the third and 
fourth grades, and 25-1 in the fifth 
grade. 

According to the SBC’s figures, the 
elementary schools are more crowded 
than opponents to their plan say they 
are, 

What about the high school? 

According to the SBC, it is too early 
to determine how crowded the high 
school will become even though enroll- 
ment at the elementary and middle 
schools indicates the high school popu- 


lation will grow. Mr. Gropper said 
until the School Committee decides, for 
instance, if it will bring back industrial 
arts and home economics (which were 
cut two years ago), no one can say how 
much new space, if any, will be needed. 

The SBC has suggested renovating 
industrial arts and home economics 


spaces, as well as making better use of 


the Collins Center’s orchestra and 
choral rehearsal rooms and space 
behind the stage. 

The School Committee expects to 
make decisions about high school cur- 
riculum by mid-February. 

If the School Committee decides not 
to bring back industrial arts or home 
economics, those rooms (two of which 
are larger than average classrooms), 
can be renovated and used for other 
classes. Mr. Gropper also suggested 
looking at unused architectural plans, 
drawn in 1978, to add seven classrooms 
to the high school. 

Opponents say those plans may not 
be valid because state mandates have 
changed and now require more square 
feet per student. 

Mr. Gropper said if high school spec- 
ifications are completed and approved 
by the School Committee in a timely 
fashion and those plans move ahead as 
quickly as elementary plans, high 
school additions may be ready as soon 
as September of 1995, in time to answer 
the expected squeeze there. 

Richard Muller, of 12 Candlewood 
Drive, and Lloyd Willey, of 5 Wedge- 
wood Drive, volunteer members of the 
School Committee’s subcommittee for 
finance, are vocal supporters of slow- 
ing the elementary plan and combining 
it with a high school solution. Both 
have gone before the School Committee 
to say they believe the high school 
issue currently is more pressing. 

Mr. Muller told the Townsman this 
week that his calculations on the ele- 
mentary schools were made by setting 
aside art and music space at each 
school and assigning 22 students to 
each class. 

The difference between his calcula- 
tions and the SBC’s is that his assume 
the Shawsheen School would remain 
open to house at least its current 144 
students. 

Pushing for the Penguin Park site 

When the SBC was appointed last 
spring, its legal charge was to investi- 
gate all options to alleviate crowded 
schools, and to choose the best, keeping 
education and fiscal concerns in mind. 

The board looked at options that 
included renovating the school office 
building at Whittier Court for an ele- 
mentary school, adding to South and 
Sanborn schools, and building a new 
school on any of the 50 acres of town- 
owned land. Board members also con- 
sidered buying privately-owned vacant 
lots and buildings. 

According to Mr. Gropper, someone 
even approached a local land trustee 
on behalf of the town and asked for a 
donation or sale of a portion of the 
land. The answer was no, 

“We've looked at everything and we 
keep coming back to the same conclu- 
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Plans for new school are still moving ahead 


sion,” that Penguin Park is the best 
choice, Mr. Gropper said. 

For various reasons — size, water 
problems, accessibility and location 
almost all town-owned sites were 
rejected, SBC members said Thursday. 

The school office building was not 
large enough for an elementary school 
even if the Senior Center vacated the 
first floor. 

Additions to South and Sanborn 
schools would create two large schools, 
and educators with whom the SBC 
talked said smaller schools provide bet- 
ter environments, said Mr. Gropper. 

Mr. Reilly, who is also the school 
system's accountant as well as a mem- 
ber of the SBC, said additions to the 
schools would cost as much if not more 
than a new school. A new building 
would cost about $10 million, and addi- 
tions to South and Sanborn would total 
about $10 million, but Andover would 
receive more state reimbursements for 
a new school, he said. 

The state told the SBC it would view 
additions as two separate projects, and 
the second addition would fall to the 
bottom of the state’s priority list for 
reimbursement, said Mr. Reilly. 

Shawsheen School is not a good site 
for a K-5 school because it is too small 
and there is not enough land for ade- 
quate playgrounds and athletic fields, 
according to the SBC. The SBC’s archi- 
tect said $4.5 million worth of work 
needs to be done at Shawsheen School 
to bring it up to state code. 

“That’s not renovating it, not mak- 
ing any additions. That’s the cost to put 
in new windows, pipes and wiring,” 
said Mr. Gropper. 

SBC members have discussed 
portable classrooms for South and San- 
born schools, but they say portables 
would only be a temporary fix. 

“Tf you add portables you'll have to 
redistrict and then when the town gets 
around to solving the problem for good, 
yow’re going to have to redistrict again. 
Besides, this town has voted down 
portables each time they come up,” 
said Mr. Gropper. 

The town-owned land commonly 
referred to as the Cross Street site 
(near the High Plain Road leaf com- 
posting area) also was considered by 
the SBC. New birth records and enroll- 
ment projections indicate that more 
families with elementary-school-age 
children will live in the center of town 
and not in West Andover. SBC mem- 
bers say a new school is more practical 
in the downtown area. Members also 
say children can walk to a downtown 
school, but would have to ride buses to 
a West Andover site. 

Town Meeting and overrides 

School Committeeman Bill Huston 
told the SBC that he has observed an 
“alementary-versus-high-school” senti- 
ment in the community. 

He said it is essential that the SBC 
present a concise argument at April 
Town Meeting to approve a Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 override to fund a new ele- 
mentary school. 

“Tm getting hammered by two 
groups of people. The high school 


group says they'll get a voting block to 
defeat any proposal that addresses just 
elementary crowding, and the elemen- 
tary people say they'll get a block to 
vote down a high school proposal next 
year if they don’t get what they want 
this year,” he said. 

School, town and financial officials 
anticipate asking voters for a debt- 
exclusion override to fund the building 
projects. The tax rate would be raised 
to pay olf the debt, and then returned 
to pre-override levels once the debt is 
paid off. Some might object to larger 
tax bills. 

“T don’t know what to do. I opened 
my tax bill recently and I almost 
passed out. In the six years I’ve lived in 
town, my tax bill has almost 
doubled,” Mr. Huston said. 

Mr. Gropper said he believes his 
board can make a persuasive argument 
at April Town Meeting for a new ele- 
mentary school at the Penguin Park 
site. If the proposal fails, then he said 
the SBC will work through the year 
and present a comprehensive plan in 
1994, but a valuable year will be lost for 
the elementary school community. 

The SBC is rushing to get the ele- 
mentary plan approved in order to 
meet state reimbursement funding 
deadlines in June, and to take advan- 
tage of current low interest and con- 
struction costs, he said. 

Matt Lennon, of 14 Carisbrook St., 
said he moved his family to Andover 
five years ago because of the town’s 
reputation for quality schools. 

“T’m not keen on having more traf- 
fic, but all in all, having a new school 
may not be that bad for” our neighbor- 
hood, he said. 

Penguin Park land problems 

One of the reasons Allan Clarke, of 
12 Rock O’Dundee Road, attended last 
Thursday’s meeting was to hear 
answers about the Penguin Park site. 

“Tt doesn’t make sense to take a park 
if there are some legal questions about 
its use as a park and conservation 
land,” he said. 

According to town records, the Pen- 
guin Park site and the adjacent town 
soccer fields were bought by the town 
in 1976 after town meeting voters 
approved buying the land for recre- 
ation and conservation purposes. 
Town officials today believe the land 
can be used for a school. Approval will 
be needed from the Board of Selectmen, 
voters at Town Meeting, and perhaps 
the state Legislature. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said that home rule petitions, such as 
the one needed to use the site, are com- 
mon and he does not expect any delays 
if the matter went before the Legisla- 
ture. 

Still, SBC member Doug Hamilton 
said Thursday that he supports halting 
the process. “I may be a minority on 
this committee, but I think we have to 
get answers to these questions and find 
out if Penguin Park is a viable site 
before we spend another dollar,” Mr. 
Hamilton said 

He cited possible flooding from the

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Police stories: 
Good news 
and bad news 


The number and nature of police 
stories in today’s paper are both 
alarming and encouraging. 

The stories, as well as many of the 
entries in the police log, are alarm- 
ing because they make us face the 
fact that crime exists in Andover. 
But several of the stories are encour- 
aging because police are doing their 
job, solving crime and making res- 
cues. 

The story on page 33, of an 84-year- 
old resident being robbed and threat- 
ened at knife point, makes us shud- 
der. But there are two parts of the 
story that are excellent: A neighbor 
was able to give police a good 
description of the alleged perpetra- 
tor, and the police, acting on a hunch 
by Detective Donald Pattullo, walked 
across the frozen Fosters Pond to an 
abandoned camp on Rock Island 
where they found the alleged burglar 
and arrested him. 

Then on page 34, we have photos of 
three Andover police officers receiv- 
ing awards from town officials for 
the dramatic Jan. 9 rescue of a 55- 
year-old resident who fell through 
the ice near Fosters Pond. 


One disturbing police-related sto- 
ry, on page 2, is that of a 24-year-old 
pedestrian being struck by a pickup 
truck on North Main Street a week 
ago. That woman is in stable condi- 
tion, upgraded yesterday from criti- 
cal, at Lawrence General Hospital, 
with a broken neck and possibly a 
broken back, as well as internal 
injuries. The driver of the truck was 
charged with failure to slow down, 
but a witness says the truck was 
traveling at a reasonable speed. 

However, the driver was a 17-year- 
old, and we can’t help but note that 
since last summer, there have been 
three very-serious vehicle-pedestri- 
an accidents in Andover, all of them 
involving a 17-year-old driver, none 
of whom appeared to be at fault. 
While we have no solution to the 
problem of young and inexperienced 
drivers, it is good to point out that 
17-year-olds don’t have a lot of driv- 
ing experience, and may not be able 
to easily anticipate and therefore 
avoid an accident.

The whole visit with the president 
lasted only about 20 minutes, she said. 
But it was a whole lot better than 
singing from the back of a float. 

“Tt was just an amazing time and he 
was just so wonderful. He couldn’t 
have dealt with the situation in a bet- 
ter way.”

Shawsheen River that runs 
along the lot. He said he is not 
overly concerned with safety 
issues regarding the river and 
railroad tracks and bridge on 
Burnham Road. 

“T have always lived near the 
B&M tracks and river. Those 
safety issues can be 
answered,” he said. 


Nancy Stolhberg, a member of 


the SBC, said she had concerns 
about the Penguin Park site and 
contacted several agencies for 
answers. She also contacted sev- 
eral schools in the state that 
Vere built near water, and she 
spoke with administrators about 
safety issues. Ms. Stolhberg said 
some schools incorporate nearby 
water in their science curricula, 
but she said none reported safety 
problems. 

She also spoke with the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Transit Authori- 
ty and was told that the railroad 
tracks running along Burnham 
Road are checked for problems 
two times each week. Ms. Stolh- 
berg said a school official in Mel- 
rose whose building is next to 
tracks told her a fence and safety 
education in the school have 
worked to prevent problems. 

Ms. Stolhberg said the MBTA 
officials offered to come to 
Andover to answer questions. 

The SBC has discussed the 
danger of the narrow Burnham 
Street bridge and said it will con- 
sider either busing students on 


that side of the school or creat- 
ing a pedestrian tunnel through 
the bridge. 

Allan Rabinovitz, of 13 Arun- 
del St., was not reassured when 
the SBC’s architect said the site’s 
water table did not indicate wet- 
lands or a flooding problem. 

“Every March or April there’s 
a little duck pond out there,” he 
said. 

What’s next? 

Now that the SBC has chosen 
a site it must conduct the appro- 
priate site tests, including sewer 
and utility capacities and a traf- 
fic study, which would place an 
automobile counter on the road 
for 24 to 48 hours. 

Preliminary tests indicate 
that the soil at the site is appro- 
priate for building. Mr. Reilly 
said rumors that the land was 
once used as the town dump 
before World War II are incor- 
rect. 

“People have said that it was a 
dump 50 years ago, but it wasn’t. 
I’ve lived here all my life,” Mr. 
Reilly said. 

“Test borings show that the 
soil is clean and solid and not 
land fill. They prove that it’s not 
a dump,” he said. 

According to Mr. Reilly, the 
town dump was on Haverhill 
Street across from Carmel 
Woods where town road crews 
place snow today. It was closed 
in 1947 and the town moved the 
dump site to Chandler Road. The 
latter dump site was closed in 
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school, the intersection would still be dan- 
gerous and they probably wouldn’t get a 
light,” he said. 

The nuisance of construction may yield 
new water and sewer lines for the neighbor- 
hood and repaved roads, he added.

trappings of the social life in Wash- 
ington while getting his freshman 
feet wet, Mr. Meehan said. He com- 
bined business with pleasure last 
week as he had to hire an office man- 
ager. Then on Thursday, in his 
capacity as a member of the Armed 
Services Committee, he had a brief- 
ing from members of the armed ser- 
vices on the situation in Iraq. 

He described the inauguration as 
“moving” and said he has been very 
impressed by the orderly transition 
so far. He said President Clinton’s 
inaugural speech was “just what the 
country needs” to inspire Congress 
and the American people to change 
the way government does business. 

“T thought the best part of Bill 
Clinton’s speech was when he criti- 
cized the culture of ‘Capitol 
intrigues’ at the expense of the peo- 
ple’s best interest. He threw a fast 
ball, high and inside, at Capitol 
insiders and dared them to hit it. To 
me, that means reform our politics, 
re-invent and restructure the gov- 
ernment and — most of all — serve the 
people,” Rep. Meehan said. 
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Stephanie Weiner, 19, the daugh- 
ter of Lee and Judy Weiner of 8 Pio- 
neer Circle and a political science 
student at Brown University in 
Providence, R.I., was invited to the 
Eastern States Ball by a friend who 
had two tickets. The pair drove 
down Sunday, went to a party with 
the college Democrats Tuesday 
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night, then saw the inauguration 
ceremony and parade Wednesday. 

“We had good seats for the parade 
actually, at the end of Pennsylvania 
Avenue, near the White House,” Ms. 
Weiner said this week. “It was fun, 
but you had to kind of fight your 
way through the people.” 

She had to walk back to where 
she was staying in Georgetown after 
the parade because everything was 
so crowded. 

Then they attended the ball at 
Union Station Wednesday night 
where the band Manhattan Transfer 
performed. 

Ms. Weiner, who worked for 
Andover resident Ellen Murphy’s 
unsuccessful campaign for state rep- 
resentative and state Sen. John 
O’Brien’s, D-Andover, successful 
campaign for the Senate, both last 
fall, found the whole inaugural expe- 
rience “exciting.” She said she voted 
for Mr. Clinton in November. 

“It was the first president that I 
was able to vote for,” she said.

Incorporating healthy practices into one’s lifestyle 


ccording to some of the com- 
Arnvssies most famous citi- 

zens, the key to staying fit is 
finding time to exercise, watching 
what you eat and relaxing when possi- 
ble. These are some of the findings 
from a Harvard Community Health 
Plan (HCHP) survey, which asked area 
personalities and executives how they 
incorporate healthy practices into 
their hectic daily schedules. 

Jack Hynes, television news anchor 
at WLVI-TV says, “My daily regimen 
now consists of a one-hour walk with 
jogging intervals at noontime. Every 
other day I work out on Nautilus-type 
circuit weight training for upper-body 
toning. 

“T also avoid salt, sugar, fried foods 
and heavy desserts. I eat lots of fish, 
chicken and enjoy a sampling of good 
beef about once a week, which seems to 
be a normal routine. I drink about 
eight glasses of water a day and take a 
daily vitamin. It’s all sort of catch-as- 
catch-can, but it seems to work well.” 

Georgette Watson, president and 
co-founder of the “Drop-A-Dime” anti- 
drug, anti-crime program, says she 
prefers walking to other forms of trans- 
portation. She also believes water 
keeps the body running well so she 
drinks at least eight glasses a day. Her 
stress release comes from quiet time 
with her grandchildren. “That’s when I 


escape into their minds. It takes me 
back to early childhood when life was 
simple.” 

Boston Mayor Raymond L. Flynn, 
an avid runner and marathoner, finds 
a unique way to mix fitness with busi- 
ness. “I usually run between eight and 
10 miles a day. I often begin my runs at 
City Hall and go into different neigh- 
borhoods. Running helps me stay fit 
while giving me the chance to see peo- 
ple throughout the city everyday.” 

Former Boston Celtic M.L. Carr 
goes through a rigorous stretching rou- 
tine every morning before going to 
work. This helps him to relieve stress 
and to keep muscles limber and loose. 

“T exercise as often as possible. My 
athletic pursuits now include tennis, 
running and biking. I also try to eat 
foods low in cholesterol and high in 
dietary fiber.” 

Another former Boston Celtic, Dave 
Cowens, says, “I try to be objective 
when I set goals. When I’m trying to 
reach these goals, I keep my potential 
and limitations in mind. Eating right 
and exercising are key, but it’s impor- 
tant not to get too compulsive on either 
side of the fence.” 

John Silber, gubernatorial candi- 
date and Boston University president, 
says he exercises regularly and eats 
“modest quantities, except on very rare 
occasions when I pig out.” 
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Harvard psychiatry professor, Dr. 
Alvin Poussaint, who also was a con- 
sultant to NBC-TV’s T'he Cosby Show, 
includes situps and pushups in his 
morning exercise routine. “I have also 
cut down considerably on eating red 
meat and fatty foods in order to main- 
tain a more healthy diet.” 

Former Lieutenant Governor Eve- 
lyn Murphy says that “balance is very 
important in maintaining good mental 
and physical health. I try very hard to 
make time in my day for a four-mile 


run, I also enjoy reading and going to 
Fenway to see the Red Sox as a way to 
unwind and relax.” 

And who would know more about 
the secret for living a long, healthy and 
productive life than Johnny Kelley, 
octogenarian, participant in 61 Boston 
Marathons and last year’s Feaster Five 
Thanksgiving Day Road Race in 
Andover? The key to success, accord- 
ing to Mr. Kelley, is moderation. 

“T take everything in moderation 
including diet, exercise and training.”

Kohli maintains 
that her age was not a concern. “Age 
is not a limitation, not a criteria by 
which we decide whether a person 
should have this surgery or not. The 
criteria are first that the patient’s 
breasts are large enough to cause a 
problem and that the patient has no 
serious medical conditions that 
would make us reconsider anesthe- 
sia. My patients have ranged in age 
from 17 to well into their 70s.” 

Although the decision to go 
through with the reduction was not a 
difficult one for Ms. Yetman-Higgins, 
who was trained in the United States 
Navy as a nurse in World War II and 
is familiar with surgical procedures, 
Dr. Kohli explains that some women, 
along with their spouses, family or 
friends, might harbor doubts or 
fears. “Breast reduction surgery is 
quite an emotional issue, so my job 
is to advise them properly. Some- 
times the patient is very excited 
about the surgery, but her husband 
or boyfriend has specific concerns. 
I'll meet with both of them, explain

ooking to be healthier in the New 
Year? Forget resolutions, says the 

U.S. Public Health Service, and 
set realistic goals instead. Then, if you 
lapse, you won’t get discouraged and 
drop the whole idea faster than your 
plan for wrapping Christmas presents 
by Thanksgiving. 

PHS advises setting up a calendar to 
record your activities and assess your 
progress every month. The agency says 
this will encourage you to stick to your 
program as you continue to improve. It 
will also keep you on track, because if 
you’re not improving in a particular 
department, you'll probably need to 
revamp your program with the help of 
your doctor. Depending on your health 
profile right now, PHS suggests one or 
more of the following long-term goals to 
be met by say Jan. 1, 1994. 

A healthy eating program in full 
swing. Most people could stand to lose 
at least a few pounds, and healthy mod- 
erate eating that becomes a habit will 
automatically result in a trim figure 
before too long. But even if you’re not 
overweight, healthy eating provides 
energy against a variety of ills. 

An ongoing exercise plan in high 
gear.

but more in some than others. 
Researchers tell us that the loss of the 
sun’s gleaming rays may make more 
than 10 million people moody, miser- 
able or seriously depressed. 

These people are suffering from Sea- 
sonal Affective Disorder, or SAD, a 
recurring form of seasonal depression 
linked to the lack of available sunlight 
in the darker months. According to 
Arlene Frank, PhD, director of 
research at Brookside Hospital in 
Nashua, N.H., , the disorder is marked 
by feelings of sadness or depression, 
often coupled with anxiety. 

Some of the other symptoms include 
social withdrawal, extreme fatigue, 
increased sleep and weight gain due to 
increased appetite and carbohydrate 
craving. 


To everything, there is a season... 

One woman with SAD says she regu- 
larly eats a quart of ice cream and a 
bag of cookies in one sitting during the 
winter, but has no desire for such foods 
in the summer. People with SAD may 
have a winter wardrobe that is up to 
one and a half sizes larger than their 
summer wardrobe. 

“For people with SAD, everything 
slows down,” says Dr. Frank. “Active, 
energetic and cheerful people become 
sluggish, tired and irritable. Many of 
the people I have seen with this condi- 
tion had to stop working in the winter 


unit, says you can get excellent health 
benefits by exercising 30 minutes a day 
three times a week or 20 minutes a day 
four times a week. 

To develop that schedule, use your 
calendar to plan a program of short- 
term goals, such as a 10-minute fitness 
walk three days a week.

phone for appointments now, you can 
set them up throughout the year 
(unless they are overdue, of course). 
Then all you have to do is show up. To 
make certain you won’t forget to ask 
any key questions, jot them down in 
your calendar beside the appointment 
notation.

Adults 
should consider getting a flu shot each 
November, a booster tetanus shot 
every 10 years and a once-in-a-lifetime 
pneumonia shot. Hepatitis B shots are 
also recommended for many. 

While you’re making these appoint- 
ments, post a vaccination schedule for 
any kids in your family and line up 
those shots.

Safe. effective treatment 
Exposing a person to bright artifi- 
cial light can correct the abnormalities 
caused by deficiencies in natural light. 
This type of treatment is called 
phototherapy. Patients are 
exposed to a panel of 
lights that mimic sun 
light for two hours 
every morning for 
a week, then for 
about 380 to 60 
minutes a day for 
the rest of the 
winter. Sitting 
about three feet 
away from a bank 
of full-spectrum 
fluorescent bulbs, 
patients are asked to 
look at the light once 

every 10 seconds. 
Since many hours of pho- 
totherapy every week can disrupt a 
person’s normal schedule, new devel- 
opments are being tested to make treat- 
ment more convenient. For example, a 
new light visor, which is a battery pow- 
ered device resembling a baseball cap, 
allows people to read, watch television 
or exercise while receiving treatment. 
And a new computerized light creates 
an artificial sunrise in a person’s bed- 
room by gradually increasing in inten- 


Preschoolers short-changed 
on visits to doctors 


Of preschool age children, only a 
third from low-income homes and only 
half from more affluent families have 
the recommended number of well-child 
visits, according to a new Public Health 
Service study. 

The Agency for Health Care Policy 
and Research, which conducted the 
study, says the American Academy of 
Pediatrics recommends well-child vis- 
its (as opposed to visits to treat a medi- 
cal symptom) at 1, 2, 4, 6, 9, 15, 18 and 24 
months of age, and then annually for 
older preschool—age children. 

According to Pamela Farley Short, 
Ph.D., and Doris C. Lefkowitz, Ph.D., 
authors of the study, departures from 
these guidelines were particularly pro- 
nounced in the second year of life, 
which probably means children had 
not been fully immunized for diseases 
such as measles, rubella and mumps.

sity while patients sleep in the early 
morning hours. 

Phototherapy is considered safe and 
effective; most patients improve dra- 
matically in four to five days. Dr. 
Frank reports that overall about 70 to 
80 percent of SAD patients respond 
favorably to treatment with lights. 

The side effects to this treatment, he 
says, which usually only last a few 
days, are relatively mild physical com- 
plaints such as headaches, eyestrain, 
irritability or fatigue. Treatment spe- 
cialists can minimize most side effects 
by varying exposure to the lights. 

Seasonal Affective Disorder may be 
confused with or complicated by other 
medical problems or a patient may not 
respond to treatment. A complete medi- 
cal examination by a physician is criti- 
cal in diagnosing any form of depres- 
sion, including SAD. It is advised that 
phototherapy be administered only 
under the supervision of a specialist 
with experience in this area.

The Sunglass 
Association of America and the FDA 
developed a voluntary labeling system 
for nonprescription sunglasses: Cos- 
metic: Blocks at least 70 percent UVB 
and 20 percent UVA rays; lightly-tint- 
ed lenses for around-town use; Gener- 
al Purpose: Blocks at least 95 percent 
UVB and 60 percent UVA; medium to 
dark lenses for most outdoor activi- 
ties; Special Purpose: Blocks at least 99 
percent UVB and 60 percent UVA for 
such very bright environments, such 
as ski slopes and beaches.

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Injury prevention 
starts with being 
in good shape 


ports crazes for all ages carry the 
Srenta for more than fun and fit- 

ness. If you love step aerobics, 
rollerblading or skateboarding, take a 
few sensible precautions and you'll get 
better at the activity without it getting 
the better of you. 

Injury prevention starts with being 
in good physical shape to meet the spe- 
cific demands the sport puts on the 
body, notes Dr. Barbara Messineo, an 
orthopedic surgeon and sports medicine 
specialist at Winchester Hospital. 
Strong ankles, supple legs and flexible 
muscles can pave the way for reduced 
risk of injury in your exercise of choice. 

For example, knee injuries are a com- 
mon consequence of step aerobics, 
which puts pressure between the 
kneecap and thigh bone. If you do step 
~aerobics, make sure you have flexible 
hamstrings. “When your hamstring 
tightens, it increases the pressure 
across the front of the knee,” explains 
Dr. Messineo. “And, if your knees are 
swelling or crunching, back off and 
work into the exercise program more 
gradually.” 

Develop flexibility, endurance, coor- 
dination and strength prior to undertak- 
ing rollerblading or skateboarding. Bik- 
ing, swimming and jogging can help 
improve the cardiovascular endurance 
that will enable you to do these sports 
more successfully. 

For skateboarding and rollerblading, 


having simple yet injury-reducing 
equipment is an added must. “The sin- 
gle most important safety protection for 
skateboarders and rollerbladers is to 
wear a helmet,” says Dr. Messineo. 
“Wrist pads and knee pads are also 
essential.” Even if you are well-pre- 
pared physically and have the right safe- 
ty gear for skateboarding and 
rollerblading, you can still get hurt. 
Although minor scrapes and bruises are 
common mishaps, a fall when you're 
cruising along can cause fractures to 
wrists, elbows or knees. 

Dr. Messineo adds, “Make sure you 
have the strength, endurance and coor- 


‘ dination to take on these activities, find 


some good protective equipment and 
watch yourself carefully (especially if 
you get injured). Then enjoy yourself.”

Gradual positive change in your 
diet is more rewarding and healthier 
than enduring starvation or eating 
nothing but saltines for a week. 

Eating less fat over time actually 
helps your tastes change so that old 
high-fat temptations lose their charm, 
according to researchers. 

This taste change was shown in a 
study done by the University of Wash- 
ington: Approximately 1,000 women 


who cut fat to 25 percent of their total 
daily calories lost their taste for fatty 
food in six months or less. 

Cutting fat automatically cuts calo- 
ries, whether they are from butter, 
margarine, oil, mayonnaise, bacon 
grease, chicken skin or untrimmed 
meat fat. A gram of fat in any form has 
twice the calories of a gram of protein 
or of starch (complex carbohydrates) 
like grains, beans, potatoes or rice.

Dr. Horsley was one of the first to 
use phacoemulsification here in 1989 — 
it has been practiced for more than a 
decade in other parts of the country. 
Dr. Horsley is one of two doctors in 
Massachusetts certified in cataract 
surgery by the American Board of Eye 
Surgery. 

Although cataracts may develop 


from an eye injury, Dr. Horsley notes 
that he works more with cataracts 
formed naturally during the aging 
process. 

“Older patients with cataracts seek 
intervention at a point when it starts 
to impair their activities like driving 
or reading or walking, doing hobbies.” 

Even though he hadn’t picked up 
his new glasses yet, Mr. Arsenault 
admitted recently, “I find myself smil- 
ing a lot more. I’m like a kid with a 
new toy.” 

Thirty-eight years later, he 
received his true birthday present.

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Cataract surgery at Horsley Clinic restores gift of vision 


_ On his eleventh birthday, Joseph H. 
Arsenault was hit by a rock in his left 
eye. This split-second accident hospi- 
talized him for a week and caused a 
cataract, an abnormal clouding of the 
eye’s lens. As a result, this eye could 
only distinguish light from dark. 

“Back then, the doctors told me they 
weren't far enough advanced to be able 
to take care of a cataract. They said 
leave it alone, maybe in the future 
“hey’d be able to take care of it,” Mr. 
Arsenault, 49, said. But as the cataract 
got older and thicker, no one was able 
to help. 

Ironically, Mr. Arsenault’s job 
depends on his vision. As an offset 
camera operator for a research firm in 
Cambridge, he sets up photographic 
shots and examines negatives for 
imperfections, “I’ve adjusted to it all 
these years. Most people didn’t even 
know I had the cataract. Sometimes I’d 
bump right into people.” 

For most of his life, Mr. Arsenault, 
ef Saugus, didn’t think his cataract 
could be cured until he met Dr. Will 
Horsley of the Horsley Eye Clinic, adja- 
cent to New England Memorial Hospi- 
tal in Stoneham. “After seeing him a 
couple of times, we thought it could be 
repaired,” says Dr. Horsley. “Now, 


after the surgery, he can see 20/30 out 
of the eye everyone else had given up 
on. He can see almost better without 
glasses out of that eye than he does 
with his right one.” 

For Mr. Arsenault’s surgery, Dr. 
Horsley performed a technique called 
phacoemulsification, which breaks up 


his 1s the first and only 


medical subspecialty group 


that measures hands on, 


current surgical skills, Dr.

the clouded lens by ultrasound waves. 
First, a tiny incision is made in the 
eye’s tissue wall and through the 
cornea. The “phaco” instrument is 
then inserted, emitting ultrasound 
energy that breaks up the cataract into 
a liquid-like state. Because the instru- 
ment is constantly flushing fluid in and 
out of the eye, the tiny particles are 
continuously being washed out . 

“Arsenault’s case was particularly 
challenging,” Dr. Horsley remembers, 
“because he had an unusually dense 
cataract. The ultrasound had a lot 
harder time breaking it up; in fact, I 
don’t know if we’ve ever ultrasounded 
a cataract that thick.” 

When all of the particles have been 
whisked away, the phaco instrument is 
removed and a lens implant, or intraoc- 
ular lens, is inserted where the old lens 
used to be. In most cases, no stitches 
are needed afterward. The natural 
pressure of the eye’s interior pushes 
the sides of the incision together. 


An average operation takes about 
15-20 minutes. In unusual cases like 
Mr. Arsenault’s however, it could be 45 
minutes. 

Because this procedure requires 
only a %-inch incision, patients heal 
faster. There is less redness, less dis- 
comfert, and patients can see much 
sooner. “They’re able to resume their 
activities in just a few days. Also, the 
length of the procedure is shorter than 
what used to be, so they don’t have to 
lay flat for a long time,” explains Dr. 
Horsley. 

“Theoretically, the procedure will 
allow a 20/20 vision without glasses,” 
says Dr. Horsley. But the best vision is 
often achieved with an ordinary thin 
pair of glasses, not the “Coke bottle” 
glasses of years gone by. 

Another patient, Ana Serrano of 
Ecuador, was given no hope for a 
cataract in her left eye caused by an 
injury in 1976. She had been to many 
doctors, including specialists in 
Europe and to the Bascom Palmer Eye 
Institute in Miami, where she was 
advised she couldn’t receive treatment. 
Her son, who lives in Wilmington, 
knew about the Horsley Eye Clinic and
